EIGHTEEN TROOPSHIPS SAIL. 


Washington Announces Start of 30,- 
000 Men—The Ships and-Units. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The largest 
homeward movement of troops since the 
‘breaking up of the American overseas 
army started last November was an- 


nounced today by the War Department 
in reporting the departure from French 
ports of eighteen troopships with near- 
ly 30,000 officers and men aboard. The 
announcement of the movement was 
made coincidentally with the issuance of 
a statement that all divisions in France 
cxcept those of the regular army would 
oT a as shipping becomes avail- 
a 

Among the enapor listed as havin 
sailed were the Aquitania and Grea 
Northern, each wi more than . 5,000 
soldiers aboard. The organizations 
which have sailed include most of the 
units of the 92d (negro) National Arm 
Division, important units from the sith 
(Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi,’.and 
Alabama) National Army Division, and 
a score of aero squadrons. 

The Aquitania, due in New York on 
Feb. 28, has these units of the 92d: 
317th Train Headquarters, the military 
police, the 317th Ammunition § Train 
complete, and the 366th Infantry com- 
plete. She algo carries the 2d Corps 
Artillery Park, a casual company of 
Illinois troops, 60 casual officers, 3 
convalescent detachments, and 57 naval 
officers.

To Have Ship Ready Again. 

Commander Perkins said the crew had 
to get the ship ready for sea by March 
6, which was doing two weeks’ work in 
ore, but he was confident they would 
do it. The George Washington looked 
spick and span when she came in yes- 
terday, and is one.of the cleanest trans- 
ports that has entered the port of New 
York since the war. All the bright

SOVIETS IN BAVARIA. 

Bavaria seems one ofthe queerest 


_| of soils for that queerest of madhouse 
-) Governments, the Soviet '* Republic."’ 


Bavaria is a great agricultural region 


| which. pays more attention to agri- 


culture than any other German 
State. 
owns a farm, usually a. small one. 
More than 40-per cent. of Bavaria is 
cultivated, nearly a third 6f it is for- 
est. A‘ country: of peasants, of farm- 
ers, of neatherds, shepherds, swine- 
herds, woodcutters, , a country of 
stock and ‘hay and potatoes. Its 
greatest - manufacture -is beer; it 
makes, or used to make, nearly a 
third of Germany’s supply. Munich 
beer-is famed everywhere. To be sure, 
considerable. metal,. textile,. chemical, 
tobacco, jeather, ‘and various.other in- 
dustries. flourish, but Munich and 
Niirnberg and Augsburg are-the only 
considerable cities: 

It-is in the cities; of course, with 
their. organizations of workmen, ac- 
cessible to- radical foreign ideas, with 
their facilities for association and 
their greater command of arms and 
ammunition, that the Soviet has any 
chance. A Soviet may: be defined as 
the self-appointed governing body of 
an intense, ferocious, armed minority. 
Think of it as we please, it seems in- 
credible in Munich, and still more in- 
eredible in Niirnberg. Shall we hear 
of a Soviet in Rothenburg next? 

In the elections last ‘month for the 
Bavarian Diet the Independent So- 
cialists,. the minority from which 
sprang the Spartacans, importers of 


Bolsheyism: from Russia, cast 3 per, 


cent, of the total vote, elected three 
members. In the elections for Na- 
tional Assembly the bourgeois parties 
beat the Majority Socialists two to one 
and the Independent Socialists elected 
but four delegates. . In Munich ‘itself 
the Minority Socialists got only some 
34,000 votes,- to the 147,000 of the Ma- 
jority Socialists, the 77,000 of the 
Christian People’s Party, the 60,000 
of the Democrats. ‘' It is disgrace- 
ful,”’ said Kurt Ersner, after the 
elections, ‘‘ that even a meeting of 
** workmen in Munich received the 
** news .of the death of Dr. LizsB- 
** KNECHT and Rosa LUXEMBURG with 
** gheers.’’ Seeing no natural reason 
for any outburst of the Russian 
plague in Bavaria, it is natural to 
attribute it to the partisans of the old 
régime and to the arrest of aristocrats 
and gentlemen formerly in the Crown 
Prince line.

THE NEW WAR TAXES. 

The President sigried the War Tax 
bill ‘Monday night. It is not to be be- 
Heved that he read its 362 pages, not 
to mention the Treasury's 164 pages 
of interpretation of a small and com- 
paratively simple portion, that relat- 
ing to individual, incomes. ‘Install- 
ments of Treasury interpretations ‘are 
to follow from time to time, some ap- 
pearing after payment has: been made, 
and some :to correct others. , These 
rulings have the force of law, and. the 
inestimable advantage that they.-may 
be altered upon the recommendations 
of an advisory: bodrd “without appeal- 
ing to Congress’ to construe or .to 
amend language which seemed satis-} 
factory until it became necessary to 
‘apply. ‘it in. practice. i 

The War’ Tax act ‘is praiseworthy 
anyhow. in that ‘it repeals the’ two 
previous acts..which were anathema. 
No one will weep over thie labor, lost 
in understanding them, now that they 
are repealed, and there is only one 
income tax law. But the new income 
tax law must be read in connection 
with the: new loan law, for the latter 
law gives the exemptions from the 
payments. Under earlier laws $110,- 
000 of bonds were excluded from the 
sources of gross income. That exemp-

Yet the fact is.that 
even under. private operation, and the 
regulation .of .the .Interstate’ Commis-’ 
sion, depreciation. of plant is not cared 
for in the rate. .The-Post Office’s in- 
nocence of ‘cost accounting is a by- 
word. But the war tax law ‘requires 
even farmers to keep accounts and 
make reports. . There is a dim: chance 
that we may learn what milk costs 
otherwise than by -use .6f.a formula 


nature's daily food. In this respect 
the badness of the law and the bad- 
néss_ of the American ‘accounts are 
good mates. It evén might be said 
that the badness of the concéption and 
expression of the. law is the hest stim- 
ulus for the improvement of account 
keeping, for it leads to a strictness 
of scrutiny of items and balances 
which otherwise would never be prac- 
ticed. ‘A surtax is the greatest possi- 
ble educator in the discovery of. de- 
ductible costs....The ‘wrangle may 
worry the Treasury, but it will do the 
taxpayers good after they have paid 
their taxes. If only the Government 
paid. taxes, instead of collecting and 
spending them, it would improve Gov- 
ernment bookkeeping as much as pri- 
vate.

CHIEF CITY MAGISTRATE M’ADOO. 

Assemblyman Goipprere of this city 
has introduced a curious bill, ostensi- 
bly for the purpose of reorganizing 
the Court of Special Sessions and the 
Magistrates’ Courts. It provides that 
there shall be one Board of City Mag- 
istrates, consisting of a Chief Magis- 
trate and such Magistrates- as the 
‘Inferior Criminal ‘Courts act estab- 
lishes. It amends that act by provid- 
jing that “‘on July 1, 1919, and on the 
“ first day of July of every fourth 
‘‘ year thereafter, the Mayor shall 
“ designate a City Magistrate as Chief 
“ City Magistrate, and thereupon the 
“Chief City. Magistrate then in office, 
“ unless redesignated pursuant to this 
“ section, shall resume his duty as City 
“ Magistrate.” A similar direction is 
made in regard to the designation of 
a Chief Justice of the Court of Special 
Sessions, apparently with the vain 
hope of distracting attention from the 
obvious: purpose of the bill, which is 
to demote Chief City” Magistrate 
WILL1aM McApoo, whose term ends on 
June 30, 1925. 

Nine years ago the Page Commission 
found the Inferior Criminal Courts, the 
most immediate to the ordinary citizen 
and those from which he {fs most; likely 
to derive his sense of the quality of 
justice or injustice. under the law as 
administered, full of politics, full of 
favoritism, nests of patronage. They 
were courts of politics rather than of 
law. They were courts of “ influence ” 
and “pull” rather than of justice. 
They were reorganized and reformed. 
As Chief City Magistrate, Mr. McApoo 
has shown extraordinary vigor, im- 
partiality, and efficiency. He has 
supervised ably the work of the Mag- 
istrates’ Courts, so intimately con- 
nected with the daily life of the com- 
munity. Politics has been driven out 
of them. For special fitness and 
service he.has designated Associate 
Magistrates to special’work. He. has 
established the special courts of the 
Municipal Term for the trial of cases 
arising under city ordinances. He has 
established the Traffic Court, to the 
terror of réckless joy-riders, the anger 
of automobilists who love to burn the 
road, and the safety of the. public. 
By his investigations of-gambling and 
other forms of vice he has earned 
many hatreds:: 

It is singular that there should be 
an attempt to get rid as soon as pos- 
sible of an official who has served the 
city with marked ability and faithful- 
ness. It.is singular that the attack 
upon this vigilant. enemy of vice and 
crime should follow so-soon the de- 
motion. of Inspector CosTIGan. Only 
in. Gilbertian opera and ‘the practical 
Tammany. adaptation of it would the 
Judge be Sunished at the request: of 
the: ‘offender.

The few Sena- 
tors present took but a perfunctory 
interest in the Solution of the Amer’ 
‘ican merchant marine problem. It is 
to be feared that Congress regards it 
as an undértaking to be put off in- 
definitely,. to be’ avoided altogether 
until after peace’is formally declared. 
Yet something must be done, and that 
soon. Atleast there should be full 
discussion and some attempt made to 
educate thé country and blaze the way 
for liberal and effective “Jegislation. 
There will be a great tonnage ready 
for’ American commerce berore the 
end of the year. : 

JWill’ the American: people, their 
Government or private capital, or a 
combination of the two, be ready to 
use the ‘ships? If not, shall we part 
with them, at the best prices obtain- 
able, to enterprising ‘foreigners? 
Imagine the sale ‘of our ships, built at 
war costs, to Great. Britain, Norway, 
Sweden, Japan! . What a confession 
of national incapacity it would be! 
England is now paying from $95 to 
$115 a ton.for ships. They ‘could npt 
be sold heré today for less than $185 
a ton without loss. Such is a recent 
caloulation. In units our” American 
merchant marine is rapidly increas- 
ing—it might be said at an appalling 
rate, considering that the American 
ship policy. has not takea shape. Said 
Senator RaNnspe.v: 

The Shipping Board now owns 44 
per cent. of the océangoing merchant 
marine of the United: States over 500 
‘gross tons. In a few months it will 
own half. When the ships already 
launched and now’ being completed in. 
the wet basin have been delivered it 
“will own 54 per cerit. When the ships 
now on the ways have been launched 
and delivered it will own 67 per cent. 
When all the ships now under con- 
tract by the Shipping Board have been 
delivered, more than 70 per cent. of 
the oceangoing tonnage under the 
American flag, of more than 500 gross 
tons, will be owned by the Shipping 
Board. 

This means that the United States 
Government in 1920: will possess, as 
the result of the building program, 
14,525,522 deadweight tons of mer- 
chant shipping. Besides, there are 
1,049. ships of 500 tons or over, with a 
deadweight tonnage of. 4,473,328, 
making a. tgtal° of 18,998,960 tons, 
(exclusive of Great -Lake bottoms, ) 
which could-be called the American 
merchant marine. Who is going to 
operate it, and how can it be profit- 
ably employed? There are ten or a 
dozen plans, from complete Govern- 
ment ownership to independent pri- 
vate ownership, with several combi- 
nations of’ the two. involving leasing 
and payment by instailments. The 
number of the proposals proves the 
existing state of confusion. There has 
teen an impression that the problem 
cannot be solved unless the Seamen’s 
act is struck from the statute book or 
elaborately amended. The first is not 
to be thought of, in Senator Rans- 
CELL*s judgment. ~ “As a practical 
** question. we must accept the Sea- 
** men’s act,’” he says. He declares 
there is much good in !t that should 
be retained. 

Solving the problem will be a test of 
American hard sense and adaptability. 
In some form or other it is going to 
cost a great deal of money, which 
must be charged up to the war. The 
building program was launched to win 
the war, and, as a consequence,. to 
cwn .a merchant marine to carry 
American goods and extend American 
trade. A glorious consummation, said 
everybody, when the-ships began to 
slide down the ways. Did we build, 
are we building now, for our rivals or 
for oursélves? It seems a preposter- 
ous question, but why. are not the 
means to the end soberly considered? - 

Time is fleeting, ‘but nothing has 
been -decided..

Health Commissioner Offers Tests 
_ and Antitoxin for. Children. 
Health Commissioner Copeland issued a 
warning yesterday concerning the preva- 
lence of diphtheria and anncwiiced ‘that 
the Health Department is now ready to 
test children and immunize them from 
the disease. 





warning against diphtheria is of 
the dtmost importance at this time,"’ 
said Dr. Copeland. ‘' There has been an 
iricrease in the number of casés each 
year, and even without the increase it is 
important when it is considered that 
there are about 15,000 cases and 1,400 
deaths; mostly among young children, 
each year.. .During February thus far 
we have had 1,120 cases, as against 663 
cases for the same period last year, 
The death rate also show an increase 
in February, being 150 as against 95 in 
this month a year ago.

At the outset it consisted of 
nine whites and four Eskimos with eight 
sledges. After about two weeks of 
travel, Storkerson sent back four of the 
men and three sledges, and a short timé 
later Sent back three more Sledges with 
all but four of the men. 

The party then established camp on 
the ice and prepared for a trip which 
was expected to have lastéd all Winter. 
Virtually without provisions, they sub- 
sisted comfortably throughout the trip 
on ane and polar bears which «were

While these two were trying to run 
each other into the ground, Caldwell 
was content to stay a few yards back 
and let them fight it out. Campbell 
romped into the stretch ahead of Mere- 
dith, and looxed like a sure winner.

A feature of the report is the heavy 
charging off for depreciation, amortiza- 
tion, and the like, the totals being far 
in excess of those in the 1917 report. 
The gross profit was actually much 


higher in 1918 than it was in 1917, that 
for the latter year being $12,740, 485, as 
compared with $19,760,441 in 1918. The 
‘deductions for 1918 for amortization, 
and depreciation taxes, charges, and ad- 
justments, and a deduction of 50 per 
cént, on. the cost of construction of the 
Eddystone plant, arnounted to $12,509,- 
816, .whereas in 1917 the deductions 
amounted. to only $2,888,118, | these 
figures being in each.instance after the 
deduction from gross profits of regular 
taxes, interest, and the like. , 

Specifically ‘the deduction for depre- 
ciation and amortization in 1918 was 
$1,850,000, as compared with $600,000 in 
the year before.

DULL DAY IN COTTON. 


Market Slumps, Recovers, and Drops 
Back Again. 

Yesterday was dull and uninteresting 
in the cotton market. Nothing important 
occurred, and after a slump in the fore- 
noon and a recovery in the afternoon 
the market closed with sHght gains. The 
trade here and. at New. Orleans: found 


difficulty’ in deciding upon a” trend,”’ 
_| and market operations, which were small 


in Volume, were made both ways. The 
trade news was’ less important than 
usual and, altogether, the ring traders 
were hard. put to detefmine just what 
to do. 

At the start prices were slightlylower. 
The opening decline was limited to a 
few points in the active months of the 
old crop, while some of the distant 
months were slightly higher on the call. 
Then, on sales which appeared to come 
from within the building, the market 
eased off gradually until it was down 
12 to 22 points, with May selling at 
21.50c, July at 20.75c, and October at 
19.63c.. These were the low prices for 
the day, for as soon as it became ap- 
parent that only a.very few March 
notices were &float in the. Street the 
market turned upward. Yesterday was 
the first March notice day and. the 
trade had expected a considerable vol- 
ume of notices. When they failed to 
materialize the market actepted the fact 
as a’ bullish argument. 

‘The failure of exports to keep up to 
the high record of Monday tended to 
restrain the upward movement started 
by the non-appearance of notices. How- 
ever, the check did not come until May 
had recovered to 21.98c, July to 21.20c, 
and October to 20.03c. 

In the last hour business was dull and 
the market reacted a little from the 
top, but not enough to cancel all of the 
day’s gains. At the close the market 


was up 15 to 20 points for the active 
months.
